Within all proper hmitations, why cannot the whole scheme of 
government ownership and operation of transportation lines and of 
government supervision and control of industry be tested in Alaska ?

NEARLY six vears ago the little republic of 
Santo Domingo, as a consequence of a cel- 
tury of intermittent revolution and uninter-

there was little hope that she would ever be tation 
able to extricate herself by her unaided || 

efforts. This was not the first experience of 
the kind in Latin-America. The United States had been compelled 
even at a date quite recent to interpose in behalf of another little 
sister. Venezuela, that was struggling to avoid the tull measure of the 
penalty due to extravagance ancl corruption in the conduct of her 
governmental affairs. In the Venezuelan case it was impressed upon 
the Washington government that prevention was better than cure, 
and the opportunity of putting this method of treatment into actual 
practise presented itself when it hecame a question whether Santo 
Domingo would pay her debts or be seized by her creditors. 

Of course, the Monroe doctrine was there to interpose in the 
event of extreme measures being resorted to,*but nothing could be 
plainer than that the United States could not consistently, and with 
regard for her own credit, pernut the Monroe doctrine to be used as 
a convenience by those of her neighbors that habitually contracted 
debts which they were unable or unwilling to pay. The Monroe doc- 
trine would soon fall into universal and just disrepute if it could be 
used to prevent the honest creditor from reaching the dishonest 
debtor. Unless the United States had a fancy for being in hot water 
continually because of the Monroe doctrine, it must take a course 
Which would lead the delinquent republics to the south to see that 
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surprising that Brazil has not heretofore en- 
tered extensively into the cultivation of the 
land for stock-raising purposes. That its 
next door neighbor, Argentina, has prospered 
greatly in that respect is known, and it is, 
perhaps, because meats and cereals could be obtained so near home 
that Brazihans have been slow to become agriculturists. The rubber 
wealth of the country has alone proved a Satistying revenue, and in 
other directions the country has been able to become commercially 
important. While the people themselves, therefore, have been satis- 
fied to get their food products from without, others, who have viewed 
the situation from a distance and then obtained first-hand informa- 
tion, have concluded that in the matter of stock-raising Brazil offered 
a magnificent opportunity. Texas interests, in fact, have planned 
to invade the held, and a syndicate is said to have purchased from the 
srazilian government more than 5,000,000 acres, with the purpose 
to begin stock-raising on an extensive scale. 

The Texas ranchmen have gone into the business determined 
to make a play for the best in the market. Consequently, only the 
finest T'exas cattle will be imported into Brazil to be crossed with the 
native stock. Now, the Americans interested primarily expect to 
become packers, and tor this reason a large establishment is to be 
built. But there will also be tanneries to prepare leather for the 
local market. In this way the Texans expect not only to become 
active in competition with Argentina, but to lead where the leather 
industry 1s concerned.

to provide home meats for home consumption has been received with 
approbation on the part of the government. But while at first. per- 
haps, it is the intention to supply the home demands of the 20,000,000 
inhabitants, it is not unlikely that export will become a feature of the 
Brazilian packing concerns.
